Sierra Madre’s private schot)ls provide an important edu¬ 
cational plus for our small town. Maranatha High School, 
located at 160 N. Canon, is one of these quality schools and 
this year the school is celebrating its 30th birthday. 

What is different about Maranatha? 

It is a college preparatory schtxil emphasizing the highest 
ac^emic standards. 97 percent of the students do go on to 
college. First, and foremost, it is a Christian school, hoping 
to plant, water and cultivate the seed of faith in Jesus Christ. 
Spiritual goals are to equip students with a basic knowledge 
of the Bible and the ability to find principles for life. 

Steve Allen, who has been Maranatha principal since 1990, 
makes a point of interviewing every Senior before leaving the 
school and asks the question, “What were the most positive 
aspects of your Maranatha experience?” 

Overwhelmingly, the answers focus around the caring, 
concerned teachers, the amount of personal time they give 
students and how well prepared they felt academically (many 
go on to attend top colleges). Also, the imp<irtance to them 
of the Christian environment. They liked very much, too, that 
it is a small school with plenty of opportunity to get involved 
and participate in sports. 

School enrollment this year is 490 students and their fresh¬ 
man class was the largest ever, Maranatha has a non-discrimi- 
natory policy and admits students of any race, color, national 
and ethnic origin. 

Founded in 1965 by a group of Christian leaders who en¬ 
visioned a Christian High Sch(X)l for San Gabriel Valley, it 
began with 24 students and was first located in the Arcadia 
Union Church. They moved twice, then in 1970 purchased a 
church property at Santa Anita Ave. and Colorado Blvd., in 
Arcadia where they remained for 11 years. Increased growth 
soon prompted the need for a larger facility and in 1981 they 
came to Sierra Madre, leasing the former Sierra Mesa Elemen¬ 
tary School from the Pasadena Unified Schml District. 

The name Maranatha is from the pen of the Apostle Paul 
in 1 Corinthians 16:22 and means “Our Lord Cometh.” A 
great emphasis is placed on students to perform community 
service, another plus for Sierra Madre. There is much more

Pedestrians And Parking 

Examined 


erly crosswalk for the northbound portion of Hermosa and the 
easterly crosswalk for the southbound portion. With an addi¬ 
tional 20 feet of red curb markings near Village Pizza, there 
should then be optimum visibility of the crossings. 

For the Kersting Court crossing and the Windsor Lane 
crossing on Sierra Madre Boulevard, the study recommends 
creating a pedestrian island to shorten the exposure to traffic 
lanes and provide improved visibility. Historically, these two 
crossings have been used very frequently and it would be dif¬ 
ficult to break the patterns. Removing the Kersting Court 
crossing could allow for additional parking, but the change 
may not be well received by the community. 

In regard to parking, the study recommends changing the 
current angled parking, which is at a 45 degree angle, to a 30 
degree angle. The change would make the spaces easier to pull 
in and out of, plus decrease the distance of the stall out from 
the curb. 

The change would result however in about a 30 percent loss 
of parking spaces as the need for curb space would increase. 
The study reports though that the amount of street parking 
would still be sufficient, except during peak times. The over¬ 
flow could possibly go to the Mariposa Avenue lot, which 
provides over 100 additional spaces. 


Being very much a "walking town," Sierra Madre takes a 
very welcoming approach to the foot traffic throughout the 
downtown area. 

Not surprisingly however, the combination of cars and 
pedestrians has raised some concerns regarding safety and 
traffic. A recent parking study by Wildan Associates provided 
the City with some interesting information about parking, traf¬ 
fic and pedestrians, as well as some suggestions to improve 
the current situation. 

The study shows very high numbers of pedestrians cross¬ 
ing the streets at all, especially on Baldwin, which is one of 
the busiest street. At Baldwin Avenue and Montecito Avenue, 
the study reports that about half of the crossings occurred 
outside the delineated crosswalks. 

There are 13 marked crosswalks in downtown, nine cross¬ 
ing Sierra Madre Boulevard and four crossing Baldwin Av¬ 
enue. According to the report, "There is a general belief that 
marked crosswalks can induce a false sense of security in pe¬ 
destrians, causing them to use less care while crossing. How¬ 
ever, they can be useful in guiding pedestrians to the most ad¬ 
vantageous crossing points where there may be a tendency to 
cross mid-block or at place where visibility is not favorable." 

With respect to Hermosa Avenue, which doesn't connect 
directly across Sierra Madre Boulevard, there are currently 
four crosswalks. The study suggests keeping only the west-

All dogs need exercise in order to help stay healthy. 
The medium to large breed dogs (eg. Beagles or Ter¬ 
rier size up to Labradors, Shepherds, etc.) are built to 
withstand continuous running when jogging distances. 
Generally, smaller breeds (Bassets, Bulldogs, Pugs, etc.) 
are simply not built to run continuous long distances. 
In general, most animals should not go on long routine 
daily "pavement pounding" runs until they have reached 
their mature height. Most medium to large dogs (not 
giant breeds) skeletally mature around 12 months of 
age. Continuous trauma U) joints that occurs while on a 
long run can damage immature joint surfaces, or pre¬ 
cipitate potential orthopedic growth problems into a 
!•.■..meness situation.Young growing dogs would benefit 
most by letting them run in a grassy area on their own 
initiative. Save the long distance runs until your dog 
has reached full height, and begin gradually and work 
slowly into longer distances.

I think my readers may find it interesting to see how some 
of our budget monies are spent. 

At the Oct. 24 meeting. City Council authorized the pur¬ 
chase of a half ton pickup with tool box for the Maintenance I 
Services Department Water Division. The new vehicle re¬ 
places a 1984 pickup. Now, if you’re like me, a half ton sounds 
pretty big, but I’m told it is actually a small, light-duty truck 
often used by supervisors. 

They also approved the purchase of a 3/4 ton pickup with 
electronic arrow board. This one replaces a 1981 vehicle which 
is used by the bus stop maintenance person to maintain all of 
the bus stops. This one piqued my curiosity too, so I questioned 
the Maintenance Department about what is involved. 

Bus stop maintenance basically means bus stop cleanup. 
The driver goes to each stop and empties the trash receptacle, 
picks up the trash that managed not to make it into the recep¬ 
tacle and just generally cleans to repairs the area. There are 
99 stops in Arcadia to be continuously maintained. 

It is important to know, also, that in purchasing this truck 
they were also looking for flexibility. The extra size of the 3/ 
4 ton gives it versatility that allows the department to use it 
for other functions. 

In each case, the purchase is being made from the agency 
with the lowest bid of those submitted—$17,210.67 and 
$20,335.51 respectively. 

Council also authorized the purchase of five police patrol 
vehicles, which are deemed critically needed, at a cost of 
$106,388.27, tax included. 

The City operates in the same manner as we as individuals 
often have to. They keep their eyes open for bargains when¬ 
ever possible. 

In the case of the police cars, there was an opportunity to 
buy them at an excellent price when the city of Burbank re¬ 
cently canceled an order they had placed. In addition, these 
are models for which the City has stocked parts. They also 
allow for re-use of accessories such as light bars, radio 
mountings, etc. from the current fleet. This results in a further 
savings of approximately $15,000 to the City. 

In another money-saving move. Council appropriated 
$5,414.81 for the purchase of voting booths and lights for use 
in the City election. County booths and lights will not be avail¬ 
able because of the change of date for the State and Federal 
primary. 

Though the election is several months away, purchasing the 
booths immediately beat a price increase expected Nov. 1 and 
saved nearly $2,(XX). There will be additional savings in fu¬ 
ture elections by eliminating the charge for delivery and pickup 
of the County booths and lights. 

Spending money is a necessity. I find it encouraging to 
know that our City staff tries to do it as prudently as possible.

October is a wonderful month anywhere, and New England 
is exceptionally enchanting in the fall.

Average customer to receive credit of about $26 as a re¬ 
sult of lower gas costs and increased competition. 

Southern California Gas Co. residential customers will 
have one more reason to be thankful this Thanksgiving: a one¬ 
time crediL which could amount to about $26 for the average 
customer, will appear on November gas bills. 

The California Public Utilities Commission today approved 
the company’s request to refund nearly $160 million to resi¬ 
dential and small commercial and industrial sales customers. 
Customers as of August 31, 1995, will receive the one-time 
credit on next month’s gas bills, based on their January 1995 
gas use. 

Residential customers who used a systemwide average of 
about 80 therms in January can expect to see a credit of about

Here are some of the loan options available 
First, there is the traditional fixed-rate loan, where a fixed rate of inter¬ 
est is charged over the lite of the loan. The loan’s typical duration is 30 
years, but buyers may select to pay back the loan over a shorter period ol 
time (usually 15 years) to save interest 

Adiustable rate mortgages (ARMs) are just that the rate of interest 
and payment amount fluctuate with a predetermined index such as cost 
of funds dr Treasury bills The rate of interest charged for the first yea- or 
so is usually low, which is what makes ARMs attractive The trade-off, ot 
course, is the uncertainty about what will happen to interest rates after 
the first year 

Federal Housing Administration (FHA) and Verterans Administration 
(VA) mortgages are both government-backed loans which enable buyers 
to purchase with little or no down payment The maximum loan amount 
available through the FHA Is linked to median house prices within a geo¬ 
graphical area, and requires a 5% down payment VHA loans (available 
only to verterans) require no down payment 

Then, there is a balloon mortgage This loan has payments amortized 
over a lengthy period of time (say 20 or 30 years), but is payable at the 
end of a shorter term, such as seven years. The purpose is to enable the 
buyer to get into a home with low monthly payments With balloons, a 
buyer for instance, might make principal-plus-interest payments (or iust 
interest, depending on what was agreed upon) according to a 30-year 
loan payoff schedule. At the end of. say, seven years, however, the entire 
balance becomes due. at which time the buyer may need to obtain financ- 


To choose the best mortgage payments, buyers should consider their 
particular situation and ask questions such as. ‘What mortgage payments 
can I afford with my present income'^”: "How much do I want to leave in 
reserve for home maintenance and emergencies?’’: and "How are my 
income and financial situation likety to change in the years ahead"^

The La Salle Lancers have 
taken another step toward the 
Santa Fe League title, with a 
lopsided victory over the St.
